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Montana received light precipitation for the week ending 
May 18*. Neihart had the most moisture during the week 
with 0.72 of an inch. Highs were mostly in the 80s, and 
quite a few areas reached the low 90s. Lows were mostly 
in the 20s and 30s. Superior had the high temperature at 
93 degrees, and Wisdom and Sula shared the low of 17 
degrees. Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 43 
percent, below last week's 59 percent, last year's 84 
percent, and the five-year average of 67 percent. Subsoil 
moisture adequate and surplus is 25 percent, below last 
week's 28 percent, last year's 69 percent, and the five-year 
average of 50 percent. The number of days suitable for 
field work was 5.9 days. 

The weather outlook for May 26"' through June 1^' is for 
below normal temperatures and below normal precipitation 
east of the continental divide and for near normal 
temperatures and below normal precipitation west of the 
divide. Normal temperatures for this period in Montana are 
highs in the lower 60s to the mid 70s and lows in the lower 
30s to the upper 40s.
